Several thousand male and f male 
woikers employed at the plant were 
in the danger zone for hours. 
An 
early estimate based on first reports 
placed the number of killed at about 
250, but indications were this after­ 
noon that there were comparatively 
few casualties. 
A relief train arrived from Mon­ 
treal at noon bringing doctors 
and 
nurses, but owing to the fierce heat 
from the burning ruins of the plant 
they were unable to approach. 
The loss in value of buildings and 
stock will reach well up into millions. 
The explosion was caused by the 
overheating of the machinery in t ’«o 
nitric acid building. 
The 
flames 
leaped along through the 
buildings 
and explosions occurred. 
Most of the 
workers, however, are believed 
to 
have had ample time to escape.
